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COOLIDGE OPPOSES 


LEGIONS PRUPUDAL 


TO UNIFY DEFENSE 


Branches Operate as One 
Through President. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 

President Coolidge is no more sym- 
pathetic to a unified department of 
national defense than he was two years 
ago, he made known yesterday in dis- 
cussing the resolution favoring one 
adopted by the American Legion at 
Paris. In the first place, the President 
let it be known that he was mindful 
of the modified nature of the resolu- 
tion adopted as opposed to the desire 
of Col. William E. Mitchell. 

As adopted, the resolution called for 
the unified department “when war- 
ranted.” It would be hard to find any 
one opposed to it “when warranted,” it 
is pointed out. 

President Coolidge does not think 
is warranted at this time. In fact, 
theoreti-

der in chief of the Army and Navy, 
with secretaries serving under him to 
preside over the two establishments.

It is for him to coordinate the activi- 
ties of these two departments in time 
of emergency. Nothing would be 
served, in his opinion, by setting up the 
unified department. There would be 
a secretary of national defense and 
then other secretaries under him to ad- 
minister to the Army and Navy, and 
also the Air Service, which under the 
proposed plan would have equal status 
with these two branches. It would just 
create another official, as the President 
sees it, without bringing about any ad- 
vantages. 

The President recalled that the com- 
mision headed by Dwight W. Morrow 
Studied the aircraft needs and 
whose recommendations have largely 
been written into law, was not unfav- 
orable to the unified deferse depart- 
ment plan. But it was his thought 
that if any recommendation, of this 
kind were tied up with the main report 
the whole thing might be jeopardized, 
so he had it stricken out.

Baltimore today begins celebration of the 
hundredth anniversary of the first railroad in 
America. At Halethorpe, on the edge of the 
‘The Fair of the Iron Horse’ will be 
thrown open to the public, and there in pagean- 
try may be seen the history of transportation 
on land from the time when the aborigine

“Tom Thumb” begin with the ‘‘York,’”’ which 
was the winner of the prize offered by the rail- 
road company for the first locomotive which 
might be built capable of drawing ‘“‘fifteen tons 
at a speed of 15 miles an hour.’”’ The prize was 
$4,000, which sum would be but a very small 
fraction of the cost of such an iron horse es 
Great Western No. 6,000, the last word in the 
construction of rolling stock for the railways 
of England, which was loaned for the fair, 

Two years ago President Willard of the B. & 
O. decided to gather together for exhibition 
and preservation all the old types of engines 
which were scattered through the various 
“vards’”’ of the country. From this was de- 
veloped the idea of the Fair of the Iron Horse. 
But other railroads of this country, as well as 
of Canada, asked to be allowed to participate 
The result has brought to Hale- 
thorpe a complete and unique educational ex- 
position well worth seeing.

DARK DESIRE. 

Answer: Since changing the hair to 
a darker color would require the use of 
some form of dye, I should like to dis- 
courage your intention. Nature’s color 
scheme can seldom be improved upon. 
It would be worth your while to stick 
to it and avoid the artificial look that 
dyed hair always gives a face. I take it 
from your letter that you are too young 
to be thinking about such things. 


Dear Viola Paris:

Answer: It certainly will—so much 
so that your hair might soon look like 
parched burned grass. Do not use 
peroxide, for, besides being a nuisance
